INTRODUCTORY 


'^HE  offering  of  such  an  interesting  and  large  gathering 
of  Egyptian  Antiquities,  iridescent  glass,  and  other 
works  of  art  by  auction  does  not  mean  that  these  fine  relics 
are  being  found  in  large  quantities.  On  the  contrary,  they 
are  getting  rarer  and  rarer  every  day,  and  the  collection  is  the 
result  of  two  years'  excavating  and  collecting  all  over  Palestine, 
Egypt  and  Syria. 

Since  the  discovery  of  Tutankhamen's  Tomb  I  had  to 
compete  not  only  with  museum  representatives  from  all  over 
the  world  and  with  wealthy  native  collectors,  the  greatest  of 
whom  is  his  Majesty  the  Sultan  of  Egypt,  but  with  new  col- 
lectors with  very  little  knowledge  of  quality  and  prices,  who 
bought  whatever  was  offered  to  them  and  paid  the  high 
prices  asked. 

My  knowledge  of  the  country  and  the  Arabic  language 
enabled  me  to  make  my  selections  as  soon  as  the  objects  were 
found  and  before  they  were  offered  on  the  market.  Tourists 
who  have  visited  Egypt  recently  know  how  hard  it  is  to  find 
fine  objects,  and  the  prices  they  have  to  pay  for  them. 

In  Syria  and  Palestine,  where  the  finest  pieces  of  glass 
come  from,  excavations  are  now  forbidden.  They  are  con- 
ducted by  the  mandatory  governments  in  both  places,  and  I 
was  the  only  individual  in  Palestine  who  had  permission  to 
dig  together  with  the  museum  authorities  in  my  own  prop- 
erty at  Mt.  Carmel,  Palestine. 

The  present  collection  offers  an  exceptional  opportunity 
to  collectors  who  wish  to  enrich  their  collections. 

Considering  the  age  of  these  relics,  there  are  naturally 
among  the  numerous  objects  a  few  pieces  that  are  imperfect 
or  slightly  repaired,  otherwise  every  article  in  the  collection 
is  guaranteed  to  be  genuine  and  as  represented  in  the  cata- 
logue. The  descriptions  are  brief,  but  the  full  history  of  every 
article  in  the  collection  would  be  cheerfully  given  upon 
request.
